NFL players still missing. 
Coast Guard says

TAMPA A missing man found clinging to an over- 
turned boat was rescued Monday off Florida’s 
Gulf Coast, but the search continued for two 
NFL players and another man aboard who 
didn’t return from a weekend fishing trip. 

Survivor Nick Schuyler, a former University 
of South Florida player, told rescuers that the 
21-foot boat was anchored when it flipped 
Saturday evening in rough seas and that the 
others got separated from the boat, Capt. 
Timothy Close said. Since then, Schuyler, 
who was wearing a life vest, had been hanging 
onto the boat found by a Coast Guard cutter 
35 miles off Clearwater. 

The boat belongs to Oakland Raiders 
linebacker Marquis Cooper, who along with 
free-agent defensive lineman Corey Smith and 
former South Florida player William Bleakley, 
remained missing. TV footage showed Schuyler 
conscious but weak as he was being taken off 
a helicopter at Tampa General Hospital and 
placed on a stretcher. The hospital declined 
immediate comment. 

Schuyler’s mother, Marsha Schuyler, said her 
son told her that he survived by thinking about 
how he didn’t want her to go to his funeral. 

The family’s joy at him being found alive was 
tempered by the search for his friends. 

“We still have three men missing, and we’re 
not going to talk too much until we find these 
guys,” said his father, Stuart Schuyler. “We’re 
all praying for them. These guys are all very 
close friends.” 

Close said the Coast Guard would search for 
the men for “quite awhile.” 


The four left Clearwater Pass early Saturday 
in calm weather, but heavy winds picked up 
through the day and the seas got heavy, with 
waves of 7 feet and higher, peaking at 15 feet 
on Sunday A relative alerted the Coast Guard 
early Sunday after the men did not return as 
expected. 

Stuart Schuyler said his son was in serious 
condition but stable. 

“He looks OK,” Stuart Schuyler said. “He’s 


got some cuts and bruises. He’s dehydrated.” 

By Monday morning, the Coast Guard had 
searched about 16,000 square miles of ocean 
for the Everglades-manufactured boat, which 
is built with compressed foam encased in 
Fiberglas, making it difficult to sink. 

Cooper and Smith, who were teammates 
with the Tampa Bay Buccaneers in 2004, have 
been on fishing trips before, according to Ron 
Del Duca, Smith’s agent. 


Flu drug proving futile against new strain

An important antiviral drug no longer works 
against this season’s most prevalent type of 
flu, which has mutated into a resistant strain, 
researchers reported today in the Journal of 
the American Medical Association. 

That drug— sold as Tamiflu in the U.S. — was 
one arrow in a very small quiver of antiviral 
medicines used to battle influenza. With Tamiflu 
no longer effective against this particular flu 


strain, known as H1N1, physicians are left 
with one called zanamivir, which has problems 
of its own. The drug, which is inhaled, is not 
recommended for some of the very populations 
that would need it most: Very young children 
and people with respiratory problems. 

For those people, CDC officials recommend 
a combination of Tamiflu and another antiviral 
called rimantadine, which was the subject of a 
flu resistance scare of its own in 2006. 


With so many problems with the antivirals, 
public health officials are urging people to get 
a flu shot, which offers good protection this 
year against the H1N1 strain. 

“Flu season is still peaking,” said Michael 
Roller, a doctor of internal medicine at Loyola 
University Medical Center, who noted that he 
started seeing a rise in flu patients around the 
first week of February “There is no sign we are 
on our way down. It is not too late.”

AIG gets 
4th lifeline 

The government on Monday 
unveiled a revamped rescue 
package to insurance giant 
American International Group 
and will provide the troubled 
company with another $30 bil- 
lion in taxpayer money on an “as 
needed” basis. 

In an interview on NBC’s 
“Today” show Monday morning, 
AIG Chairman and Chief 
Executive Edward Liddy said: 
“We’re going to be able to pay 
back the Federal Reserve. The 
new $30 billion is a standby line.” 

But Liddy backed off earlier 
statements about paying back 
taxpayers in full within two 
years. 

The announcement came as 
AIG, once the world’s largest 
insurer, reported Monday it 
lost $61.7 billion in the fourth 
quarter, the biggest quarterly 
loss in U.S. corporate history 
This is the fourth time the 
government has stepped in 
to help AIG. The existing aid 
package totals some $150 billion. 

$62 billion 

That’s about how much AIG 
managed to lose in just 92 days. 
The insurance giant’s quarterly 
loss reported Monday was the 
biggest in corporate history, 
topping the previous record of 
about $45 billion set by Time 
Warner Inc. during the fourth 
quarter of 2002. 

Stocks slide 

Investors’ despair and the 
recession have brought the Dow 
Jones industrial average to another 
unwanted milestone: its first drop 
below 7,000 in more than 11 years. 
The Dow’s value has fallen more 
than half since it hit a record high 
over 14,000 in October 2007. 

Poor reports 

Consumer spending rose in 
January after falling for a record 
six straight months, but the 
increase is expected to be fleeting 
given all the problems facing the 
economy. A batch of fresh reports 
Monday showed little signs of an 
economic rebound.

A battle is brewing as fast food 
chains target coffee concoction

Melissa Singson, 25, starts her morning with breakfast: no 
cereal, just a latte. 

“It’s pretty much the only time of day I get my calcium,” 
said Singson, who lives in Streeterville. 

The Northwestern law school student said she orders up 
the combination of espresso and steamed milk at least twice 
a day and supplements her caffeine addiction with regular cof- 
fee throughout the day 

While she said it gets expensive to drink lattes all the time, 
she finds her preferred coffee drink comforting. 

“It feels like the day’s not that bad. It’s going to be OK,” 
she said. 

Lattes are getting a whole lotta love these days, and they’ve 
become part of the new battleground in the war between 
popular coffee and fast food chains. 

Starbucks is pairing lattes with oatmeal and coffee cake for 
$3.95 starting Tuesday McDonald’s has been luring Chicago 
coffee drinkers with free 8-ounce lattes on “McCafe Mondays.” 
The fast food giant’s promotion began in December to expose 
people to its specialty coffee line and runs through April 13. 

Dunkin’ Donuts is getting in on the action. Last fall, 
Dunkin’ launched ‘America’s Latte Break,” selling a small 
afternoon latte for 99 cents. 

The latte has become the top-ordered espresso-based drink 
at Starbucks, Starbucks CEO Howard Schultz told RedEye 
Monday 

“When we came to Chicago in the late ’80s, very few, if any, 
people knew what a cafe latte was when they came into our 
stores. In fact, the most popular drink in our stores was a cap- 
puccino, because that’s what people knew,” he said. 

“So over the course of almost 20 years, we have educated 
the country and really changed the culture around espresso- 
based beverages, and the signature drink was the cafe latte. 
And certainly the popularity of that drink has grown signifi- 
cantly in large part because of Starbucks,” Schultz said. 

The number of restaurant chains offering lattes and spe- 
cialty coffee on their menus has grown in the past year, 
according to Technomic Information Services, a Chicago- 
based food service consultant. But consumer willingness to 
pay as much as $4 for specialty coffee is waning, said Sara 
Monnette, Technomic’s senior manager of consumer and 
market research. 

That’s where chains, like McDonald’s, are stepping in with 
lower-priced alternatives and trying to get a taste of that busi- 
ness, she said. She said she expects to see more promotions 
offered to draw in customers to sample specialty coffee drinks. 


Price is a selling point for coffee drinkers like Chris 
Stortenbecker, 26, a teacher who lives in West Rogers Park. 
“Lately I’ve been drinking coffee mostly because it’s stronger 
caffeine-wise and it’s cheaper,” he said. 

But while a latte is more expensive than a regular cup of joe, 
it still is a reasonable drink option, said Kristin Figard, 26, a 
musician who lives in Evanston. “I like the price, and it has a 
flavor without it being too strong,” Figard said. 

The number of people trying lattes probably is growing 
now that lattes are more widely offered, said Matt Milletto, 


vice president of Bellissimo Coffee InfoGroup, a specialty 
coffee consultant based in Portland, Ore. 

Even though lattes are becoming more mainstream and 
espresso drinks are popular, it’s hard to find comparative data 
to show whether there has been an increase in sales or orders 
of lattes in particular. Still, items in the specialty coffee cat- 
egory, which includes lattes, were ordered 10 percent more 
often in 2008 than in 2007, according to NPD Group, a mar- 
ket research company 

The specialty coffee market is growing while overall cof- 
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Taster’s choice 

RedEye and Metromix staffers took a field trip to five downtown locations to taste their lattes. We ordered one plain latte with 2 percent milk and no syrups 
or sugar added. The latte was poured into separate small cups for tasting. This was not a blind test. The tasters knew which company made the latte to 
ensure that the drink was tasted at the right temperature, right after it was made. We judged the lattes on appearance, aroma, texture and flavor. We 
provided comments, and gave an overall numerical score: 1 to 9, with 9 being the highest, leonorvivanco, redeye

What makes a good latte? Combining well-prepared espresso with milk steamed properly to the right temperature “can be a heavenly experience, 
with the sweetness of the coffee with the milk,” said Matt Milletto, director of the American Barista & Coffee School in Portland, Ore. “Preparing 
them incorrectly can produce a bitter, burnt-tasting beverage by oversteaming the milk or overextracting the coffee,” he said.

fee consumption is not, said Harry Balzer, vice president of 
NPD Group. 

But coffee industry insiders are concerned about the quality as 
specialty coffee becomes more automated and mass produced. 

At the same time fast food- type companies compete with 
Starbucks, independent retailers are focusing on “high-quality, 
high-standard beverages,” Milletto said. 

There’s a difference in quality among fast-food chain restau- 
rants and independent coffee houses, he said. 

‘A good latte starts with excellent espresso blend, good 


quality milk and, most importantly, a well-trained barista,” 
said Milletto, also director of the American Barista & Coffee 
School in Portland. 

And taste matters, especially to latte drinker Karen Parker, 
41. “It just tastes better, a creamy taste. I don’t like the taste of 
coffee, black coffee,” said Parker, who lives in the Gold Coast. 

As coffee drinkers judge lattes on taste, coffee experts 
judged lattes on appearance at Coffee Fest’s Millrock Free 
Pour Latte Art Championship last month at Navy Pier. 

Competitor Matt Gasaway, 20, a Columbia College student, 


was a finalist in the competition. He said he got plenty of practice 
pouring tulip and rosetta designs for his customers at the Italian 
Coffee Bar in Streeterville and Evanston, where he works. 

Lattes are easy to drink, the barista said, if they’re sweet 
and not bitter. Making a perfect latte at the right temperature 
and with the right combination of milk and foam is the crucial 
step to creating latte art, Gasaway said. 

“Some people have said it’s too beautiful to drink, and I say, 
‘I only hope it tastes as fantastic as it looks.’ ”

RedEye sat down with Schultz to find out more 
about Via. 


Why have you decided to roll out the new Via 
product in Chicago (along with Seattle and 
London)? 

One {reason] is that Chicago is a very big 
brewed coffee market for Starbucks. The sec- 
ond, for me personally, it seems like a natural 
extension, almost symmetry of our history, 
because Chicago was the first market that 
we opened Starbucks stores in outside of the 
Northwest in the late '80s. So it felt right. 

People tend to make fun of instant coffee and 
its taste. Do you think this Starbucks product 
will change people’s perceptions? 

We think it's going to reinvent the category 
and transform the coffee industry as we did

Northeast 
pounded 
by storm 

A massive late winter snowstorm 
pummeled the Northeast on 
Monday, grounding hundreds of 
flights, causing spinouts on high- 
ways, delaying trains and buses 
and closing school for over a mil- 
lion children from South Carolina 
to Maine. 

The same storm hammered the 
Southeast on Sunday 

By Monday, the storm was 
dumping snow on Maine, and 
most areas in the storm’s wake 
expected to see at least 8 to 12 
inches of accumulation. 

The snow— together with 
sleet, freezing rain and wind 
gusts of up to 30 mph— contrib- 
uted to four deaths on roads in 
Massachusetts, Rhode Island and 
on Long Island. 

An accident caused a 15-mile- 
long traffic jam in North Carolina, 
where as much as a foot of snow 
fell, and prompted police and res- 
cuers to go car-to-car Monday to 
check on the stranded motorists. 

The storm was blamed for 350 crashes in New Jersey 
between Sunday night and Monday morning, state police 
Sgt. Stephen Jones said. Most were spinouts and cars hitting 
guardrails, he said. 

On Long Island, high winds caused 2-foot snow drifts on 
highways in the town of Southampton.

Before a recent photo shoot in London, U2 front- 
man Bono wanted to know what kind of walk the 
band should use for pose. After a discussion, the 
band started a proud, seasoned swagger as Bono 
announced, “Last gang in town!” 

It wasn’t exactly a joke. With its new album, “No 
Line on the Horizon,” U2 has entered the fourth 
decade of a career that began in 1978, when its mem- 
bers were schoolmates in Dublin; they are now in 
their late 40s. And U2 may well be the last of the 
megabands: long-running, internationally recog- 
nized rockers whose every album, from “Boy” in 
1980 to “How to Dismantle an Atomic Bomb” in 
2004, has sold millions of copies. 

In an era when CD sales have plummeted, Top 
40 radio favors hip-hop and teen-pop, albums are 
fractured by mp3 players and the old idea of a rock 
mainstream seems more like a mirage, U2— Bono, 
guitarist The Edge, dummer Larry Mullen Jr. and 


bassist Adam Clayton — still wants to release a block- 
buster. 

“People don’t know what’s going to happen next,” 
Bono said over a pint of Guinness after the photo 
shoot. “Our fans are not sure. Could we embarrass 
them? Maybe. Could we inspire them? Maybe. They 
don’t know That’s very important, because when 
you become a comfortable, reliable friend, I’m not 
sure that’s the place for rock ’n’ roll. 

“It’s very hard to be relevant, so there’s a lot of 
stake for us on this album. I know the quality of 


the work is there, but will it be taken? I really don’t 
know I’m genuinely curious. I think it might have a 
bumpy start.” 

After two albums of comparatively straightfor- 
ward guitar-driven rock, “No Line on the Horizon,” 
dropping Tuesday, takes new experimental tangents 
and redefines the band yet again. 

One theme that runs through the album, Bono 
said, “is the ability to surrender, to give yourself, 
whether in reverie or revelry And the journey of the 
artist is surely the journey away from self-conscious-

ness.” He paused and smiled ruefully “Fame is all about self-con- 
sciousness.” 


Bono has leveraged celebrity into political clout. Part policy 
wonk, part showman, part charmer, he works on causes like ending 
extreme poverty in Africa. While he has been mocked as St. Bono, 
he strives not to be too single-minded. 

“I feel as an artist that my job is to try and understand the forces 
that are shaping the world that our songs occupy,” he said. ‘And 
maybe, if you get a chance, try to shape it.” 

The Edge suggested that being a rocker is like a vacation from 
Bono’s political efforts. 


“I think that’s what he looks forward to,” he said. “There is no 
end to the other thing. That struggle is ongoing. With U2 it’s like, 
there’s things you can say, well, we did that. We delivered a record. 
We delivered a show” 

“No Line on the Horizon” sets up a worldwide stadium tour that 
begins in July U2 intends to perform in the round, offering afford- 
able seats to fans behind the stage and up front, hoping to attract a 
new, younger audience. 

Because U2 can no longer depend on exposure through radio and 
MTV, it lined up major TV moments. First came the Grammys, 
followed by the Brit Awards on Feb. 19. Three days later, the band 
performed at the Echo Awards in Germany U2 is to appear all this 
week on “Late Show With David Letterman.” Those are preroga- 
tives for a brand-name band, but they also are signs that U2 isn’t 
taking anything for granted. 

During rehearsals for the Brit Awards, U2 used its sound check 
to play Led Zeppelin’s “Whole Lotta Love” in full blare, like a clas- 
sic-rock cover band. 

“Weddings, funerals, bar mitzvahs,” Bono announced afterward. 
“We’re available for work. U2.”

Making U2’s latest album, “No Line on the 
Horizon,” wasn’t easy 

The result of a convoluted two-year pro- 
cess, it presents a band that still is restless and 
impassioned, kicking formulas aside. In songs 
about true love, worldwide connections, tran- 
scendence and technology the music heads 
for extremes. 

Making the album was “arduous,” drum- 
mer Larry Mullen Jr. said. “There has to be 
a simpler way,” he continued, “but we don’t 
understand simple or easy” 

At first U2 decided to record with Rick 
Rubin, who has produced the Dixie Chicks, 
Johnny Cash and Metallica. 

But the group shelved the Rubin sessions 
and started again with a contrary strategy 
Bono had been invited to the annual ecumen- 
ical Festival of Sacred Music in Fez, Morocco. 
He asked the other band members to join him 
and perhaps do some recording there during a 
two-week stay To his surprise they all agreed, 
as did longtime producers Brian Eno and 
Daniel Lanois. 

They rented a house and set up equipment 
in a courtyard open to the sky and started 
making music with no deadline or goal. 

While hints of triple-time trance rhythms 
and Arabic vocal inflections occasionally 
surface, U2 avoided what band members call 
“musical tourism.” 

The instrumental foundations of three 
songs— “No Line on the Horizon,” “Moment 
of Surrender” and “Unknown Caller”— each 
emerged virtually complete in a few hours. 
Yet after those two prolific weeks, recording 
stretched out for two years: in Dublin, in the 
south of France, in London. 

U2 expects to release a companion album, 
which band members say will have a more 
meditative and processional tone, before the 
end of the year.
